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Marine Garrison Forces, Pacific

NE of the less glamorous but none 
the less important tasks performed 
by Marines is that of providing security 
detachments on many of the islands in 
the Pacific ocean area. This is the pri- 
mary mission of 
Marine Garrison 
Forces, Pacific. 
Traditionally, 
Marines have 


furnished pro- 
tection for 
American na- 


tionals and prop- 
erty in foreign 
lands and inter- 
nal security for 
our naval bases 
and establish- 
ments wherever 
located. Before 
the war, Ma- 
rines were sta- 
tioned on Guam, 
in the Philippines and on other outlying 
islands to furnish internal security for 
the various naval installations. History 
tells how ably these Marines acquitted 
themselves in the defense of the Vhilip- 
pines, Wake and Pear! Harbor. 

As the tides of war receded to Japan’s 
shores, it again became necessary for Ma- 
rines to take up the routine, but none- 
the-less vital duty of protecting our re- 
won bases and the new bases that were 
carved out of the coral and jungle of 
the Pacific islands seized from the Japa- 
nese. 

Prior to October, 1946, some of these 
newly formed garrison units were under 
the Commanding General, Marine Gar- 
rison Forces, 14th Naval District, with 
headquarters at Pearl Harbor. The com- 
mand consisted originally of garrison 
units located in and adjacent to the Ha- 
waiian Islands and was organized to pro- 
tect such vital installations as the Navy 
Yard at Pearl Harbor, naval ammuni- 
tion depots, communication centers and 
air fields in the Hawaiian area against 
fire, theft and sabotage. Still other gar- 
rison units were attached to the Fleet 
Marine Force, Pacific. The troops for 
those garrisons had come originally from 
the Fleet Marine Force. 

In order to simplify administration and 
supply procedures and to reflect more ac- 
curately the scope of command, the des-

ignation of the command was changed 
to Marine Garrison Forces, Pacific, in 


October, 1946. The new command in- 
-Cluded all Marine garrison units in the 
Pacific for administrative control. The 
headquarters of the command became re- 
sponsible for the training, administra- 
tive functioning, procurement and rota- 
tion of personnel and the coordination of 
supply matters for its garrisons which 
extended from Pearl Harbor to Manila 
and from Yokosuka, Japan to Manus in 
the Admiralties.

Flying Pay Report 

A War Department Message has been 
sent out ordering compliance with former 
War Department Circulars concerning 
submission of flying pay reports. 

The text of the message is as follows: 

“1. All officers concerned will comply with 
WD Circular 172, 1946, as amended by Sec- 
tion III, WD Circular 177, 1946. This Circular 
as amended directs all officers above the grade 
of major entitled to flying pay, both rated 
and non-rated, to prepare Flying Pay Report 
(WD AGO Form R-5390, 1 June 1946) in dupli- 
eate annually as of 1 December and forward 
the original copy by air mail on or before 
5 December of each year to Headquarters, 
Army Air Forces, Washington 25, D. C. (At- 
tention: Office of Statistical Control). 

“2. The information furnished in these re- 
ports is required by Public Law 301—79th 
Congress. 

“3. a. Flying pay only will be reported. 
Other pay and allowances will not be re- 
ported. Total flying pay earned will be re- 
ported by officers concerned in answer to 
question 6, Flying Pay Report. Flying pay 
earned is the maximum amount authorized for 
the 6 months period.

| Improve Fleet Efficiency 

A long-range program designed to en- 
sure that enlisted recruits add to the ef- 
fectiveness of the Fleet is to be instituted 
by the Navy by placing the training of 
recruits under a group of officers who are 
particularly well qualified by personality, 
ability and desire for recruit training 
duty. 

The Navy plans are highlighted by a 
comprehensive program for standardiza- 
tion and improvement of recruit training. 
Officers possessing the required qualifica- 
tions to a very high degree will be ear- 
marked for recruit training duty under 
administrative control of the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel, for duty at Naval Train- 
ing Centers, the Naval Academy, NROTC 
units, or the Postgraduate Course in Per- 
sonnel Administration and Training. 

The importance of the Recruit Train- 
ing Program, according to BuPers C/L 
142-47, “is obvious and requires no further 
comment. The necesity of implementing it 
requires that the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel have available at all times the 
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Services Completing 
Plans for Selection 


The War Department this week offi- 
cially announced the formation of selec- 
tion boards to consider officers for pro- 
motion to the permanent grades of major 
general, brigadier general and colonel, as 
outlined last week in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL. 

The first board, to select officers for 
promotion to major general, will convene 
1 Oct., it was learned. Selection top the 
grades of brigadier general and colonel 
will be made later in the same month. 

The War Department announcement 
stated that the selection boards will study 
the records of some 2,000 officers. The 
number of promotions which will result 
from the boards’ recommendations has 
not yet been determined. 

As stated in the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL last week about 100 promotions 
to the permanent grade of brigadier gen- 
eral will be made. 

No Air Corps officers will be selected 
for promotion at this time, awaiting the 
establishment of separate boards by the 
Air Force. 

The War Department announcement 
listed prerequisites for officers to be con- 


sidered for promotion by the October 
boards, as follows: 
“To Major General, Regular Army: All 


permanent brigadier generals and all officers 
with 30 years’ service as of December 31, 
1947, who have served as temporary general 
officers. 

“To Brigadier General, Regular Army: All 
permanent colonels and all officers with 25 
years’ service as of the end of this year who 
have served as temporary generals. 

“To Colonel, Regular Army: All permanent 
lieutenant colonels with 25 years’ service as 
of the close of 1947 and all officers with 18 
years’ service who have served as temporary 
generals 

“Promotion eligibility will be extended to 
Medical, Dental and Veterinary Corps offi- 
cers and to chaplains along somewhat similar 
lines.” 

As of 1 Sept. there were 380 officers 
serving in the Army in the temporary 
rank of brigadier general. Of this total 
216 were serving in the Ground Forces. 
This figure, of course, is constantly chang- 
ing through retirements. 

Since the peak officer strength figure 
was reached by the Army, over 400 serv- 
ing as brigadier generals have been re- 
duced to lower grades. This figure, too, 
has not remained static, due principally 
to retirements subsequent to reductions 
in grade. 

The Navy Department this week pro- 
ceeded with plans for convening boards 
for the selection of rear admirals of the 
line and staff. At least 19 general line 
captains will be selected for flag rank. 

In addition, there will be at least four 
vacancies in the grade of rear admiral for 
officers of SDO, EDO, and AEDO classi- 
fications. The vacancies in these com- 
bined categories may be distributed by 
the Secretary of the Navy to satisfy the 
needs of the Service. 

Proportionate numbers of rear admirals 
will be named in the Supply Corps and 
Medical Corps, and in the Dental Corps 
and Chaplains Corps vacancies will exist

Unification Developments 

Further appointments to key positions 
in the three departments set up under the 
National Security Act still await the re- 
turn of President Truman from the In- 
ter-American Defense Conference. His 
return is now scheduled for 20 Sept. 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen, 
hower, Chief of Staff, told press repre- 
sentatives this week that he feels it will 
take some time for the complete separa- 
tion of the Army and the Air Force to be 
brought about. 

“We are so intimately intertwined in 
many things,” General Eisenhower said, 
“that not all the procedures and common 
staffs can be broken up immediately. 

“Our whole effort on both sides is to 
stay as close together as possible when 
we may save money.” 

General Bisenhower predicted that in 
budgetary matters particularly it would 
take some time to effect a complete sep- 
aration of the two services. 

One step in the direction of joint utili- 
zation of facilities was disclosed this 
week when it was announced that 1 Oct. 
the Navy will start using the facilities of 
the Air Force’s nine military flight ser- 
vice centers. In the past the Navy has 
been serviced by CAA. 

Lt. Col. Richard Loomis, commanding 
officer, Maxwell Field Flight Service Cen- 
ter, in announcing the new system, ex- 
plained that interphones are being estab- 
lished in all Navy operations offices and 
towers connecting them with the flight 
service centers. 

To facilitate the transmission of its 
flight plans, arrival reports, and remain- 
ing-over-night messages, the Navy is 
changing some of its very high frequency 
channels to correspond with those of the 
Air Force. 

For instance, the Maxwell Field Flight 
Service Center, which is soon to move into 
new quarters, especially built and 
equipped for greater efficiency, will follow 
flights of naval aircraft between the 
seven naval air stations in its area: At- 
lanta Naval Air Station, Memphis NAS, 
New Orleans NAS, and the fields at Pen- 
sacola—Chevalier, Saufley, Corry, and 
Whiting. 

When anyone of these bases calls in a 
flight plan to the Maxwell Field Center, 
the dispatcher at the center follows the 
flight from take-off to its arrival at its 
destination. Should any hazardous wea- 
ther or other condition exist or develop 
on the route, the dispatcher then gives an 
advisory to the pilot. 

Two naval liaison officers are present- 
ly on duty in Washington, D. C., with 
Headquarters, Flight Service, Air Trans- 
port Command, concluding the plans that 
were initiated about a year ago for this 
joint endeavor. 

A request is being made that two naval 
liaison officers be assigned to each flight 
service center to assist the dispatchers 
to familiarize themselves with the fuel 
consumption, names, and cruising speeds 
of naval aircraft. 

Hall Board Report 

The Hall Board, representing the Army 
and Air Force, made a basic study of uni- 
fication problems which will serve as a 
guide for recommendations to the new 
Secretary and to the War Council. Ex- 
cerpts have been published from week to 
week in the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL. 
Following are further excerpts from the 
report of the board: 

Logistics 

Can a commander be assisted in the egecu- 
tion of his logistic responsibilities by an 
agency outside his command? 

Yes, provided a logistic function essential 
to the accomplishment of his mission is based 
upon the authorization of the higher com- 
mon authority which is responsible for the 





execution of the overall mission. 

Without a single chief of staff or military 
head of the armed forces should logistical 
agencies independent of the three departments 
be created to serve the several departments or 
the forces therein? 

No. Dependence upon an independent logis- 
tic authority in effect places veto power in 
the hands of an agency that is not responsible 
for the execution of the mission, 


What economies are possible under this 
agreement? 

Each succeeding budget will show economies 
through the elimination and liquidation of 
overlapping agencies and facilities found to 
be unnecessary. Concurrently, a very signifi- 
cant increase in value received for the same 
dollars will result through the elimination 
of competing facilities, standardization of 
equipment, consolidation of overhead, use of 
common services, stock piles, cross-servicing 
and cross-procurement, and ‘agreement on 
common objectives. 

Supply 

What will be the overall policies for dis- 
tribution of supplies and equipment to the 
armed forces? 

Joint authority will review the list of items 
of supplies and equipment to be distributed 
and will determine which are in common use 
by more than one department. In the general 
case, for each such common item a single de- 
partment will be designated by the joint au- 
thority as the distributing agency above the 
station and base level. This authority will 
likewise make exception to this rule where 
time and space factors make such exceptions 
expedient. This will require that the distribu- 
tion system of each department will serve the 
needs of that department for items peculiar 
to it, and will also serve the needs of the 
Armed Forces as a whole for certain common 
items which may be assigned to that depart- 
ment. Each department, therefore, will be 
partially dependent upon the distribution sys- 
tems of the other departments for supply of 
common items. Common supply procedures 
should be adopted for use by the three de- 
partments, including the documentaiion of 
supplies. This basic policy applies for forces 
stationed both in the Z/I and overseas, 

How will the policies stated in question No. 
1 be implemented as regards budgeting, ac- 
counting for funds, and the requisite alloca- 
tion of credits on which to operate the com- 
mon features of the supply system? 

The imp-ementing instructions should in- 
elude the following: 

a. Items used only by a single department 
will flow from manufacturer to depots of 
the department and will be distributed by 
that department below area depot level. 

b. On determination of requirements and 
accomplishment of procurement, credits will 
be established for common items in the depots 
of the procuring department. Credits for 
common supplies will be established in bulk 
to the using departments. The department 
procuring, storing and distributing these sup- 
plies will allocate its stocks in accordance 
with the distribution of credits prescribed by 
the using department. This will permit each 
using department to control use of stock 
procured from funds appropriated to the us- 
ing department which are credited to the 
procuring and distributing agency for pur- 
chase and distribution. It will establish each 
department's status ag an agent for the others 
in certain fields, but will not vest in the agent 
department the power to make decisions 
which would affect the mission of the using 
department. 

ec. Since budgets are based on estimated re- 
quirements, it will be necessary when the 
supply demands of a department exceed its 
credits that authority above the department 
level may reallocate unused credits of other 
departments where such action: (1) will pre- 
vent unnecessary procurement; (2) will not 
adversely affect the accomplishment of the 
mission of the discredited department ; and (3) 
will result in proper reimbursement of the 
budgeting department. 

What system of depots is contemplated? 

Distribution should be accomplished 
through a system of depots serving given 
areas. The principle of supply independence 
would be accomplished by the establishment 
in each distribution area of a depot by each 
department. Such depots should receive from 
procurement and distribute to stations the 
items peculiar to their respective depart- 
ments. These depots should also receive from 





procurement and distribute to all users (in- 
cluding other departments) at the station 
level] items common to other departments for 
which they have been assigned procurement 
responsibility. These depots are termed area 
distribution depots. These depots are not 
necessarily to be separate installations but 
will be combined under joint management 
where the full utilization of existing storage 
space and other facilities requires such 
combination and when agreed to by the 
separate departments or directed by the Sec- 
retary of National Defense, Army, Navy, or 
Air technical and specialized depots should 
be reduced to the minimum required for the 
execution of the specialized mission of each 
departmeat. 
Civil Affairs 


Under unification, will there be Civil Af- 
fairs/ Military Government Offices in each de- 
partment? What will be their functions? 

Yes. The Air Forces will maintain an office 
devoted to Civil Aflairs/Military Government 
activities. This office will continue to furnish 
advice and continue participation in policy 
making bodies, such as the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and the Joint Civil Affairs Committee, 
and liaison to the Civil Affairs Division of the 
Army. 

The Army will have an office devoted to 
Civil Affairs/Military Government matters. 
This oflice will be essentially the same as the 
present Civil Affairs Division of the War De- 
partment whose functions are given in WDGS 
Circular No. 5-9, 28 October 1946. 

Service—General 

How can the facilities of one department 
be utilized by another? 

The Secretary of National Defense possesses 
the policy mechanism whereby cross-servic- 
ing can become the source of many econo- 


mies. The principle of one department per- 
forming certain functions for another has 
long been in operation. Under policy control 
there is a great opportunity for expansion of 


this principle. For example: 

The Dugway Vroving Grounds, Utah, which 
was vital to the Army and Navy was built by 
the Army for the combined use of the Army 
and Navy, and functioned very satisfactorily. 
The cost of the installation was $3,768,157.00; 
the cost of utilities was approximately $400,- 
000.00. If this had not been a combined facil- 
ity, practically all of these expenditures would 
have been duplicated. 

Also, in the case of the Army subsistence 
research laboratory at Chicago where Navy 
officers were on duty, the cost to the Govern- 
ment would have been increased by $1,800,- 
000.00 per year if the services had not re- 
solved to utilize a joint operation. 

Why not centralize in one agency the con- 
trol of common service functions? 

If there were a common military com- 
mander and a general and special staff, such 
would be possible. The agreement, however 
does not provide for this possibility. 

The practicable way to accomplish the same 
objectives would be for the three depart- 
ments to pool joint service agencies and 
operate them under joint management on a 
geographical, functional, or other basis, 
agreed to by the commanders concerned, 

Under some circumstances it is possible for 
one department to furnish a complete service, 
except for staff functions, to another, pro- 
vided this is accomplished though joint 
agreement or by direction of the Secretary 
of National Defense. 

The principle of parity makes it essential 
that provision be made for voluntary partici- 
pation in cross-servicing. 

Who will provide equipment maintenance 
service? 

Equipment maintenance service at and be- 
low the installation level (unit maintenance) 
should be performed by the using unit, Main- 
tenance responsibility for noncommon items 
above the installation level (field and base) 
should rest with the using department. Main- 
tenance responsibility for common items 
above the installation level (field and base) 
should be assigned to the major force which 
has. been assigned procurement and bulk 
storage responsibility for the items. However, 
in the interest of economy in time, shipping, 
and facilities, maintenance service on com- 
mon items above the installation level should 
be performed by the using department where 
facilities exist. 

Service—Finance 

Who would represent the Secretary of Na- 

tional Defense in coordinating with the Treas- 





ury and State Departments, the Comptroller 
General and the General Accounting Office? 

It is proposed that this authority be dele- 
gated to the finance agency of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

What control would the Joint Finance 
Agency have over disbursing activities within 
the departments? 

It will exercise policy control over com- 
mon matters, 

Why shouldn’t all finance service, regard- 
less of its nature, be performed within each 
department? 

Cross-servicing will effect economy by 
elimination of duplication in the performance 
of common services, 

How would cross-servicing save manpower 
and overall expenditures? 

The performance of common functions in 
one department would eliminate duplication 
and result in a substantial saving. 

How can unification be readily implemented 
without causing deterioration of finance serv- 
ice to all concerned during the transitionary 
stages? 

The joint finance agency can first be es- 
tablished to develop and prepare the broad 
overall policies necessary for the furnishing 
of finance service to and within the depart- 
ments. The chief finance officer of each de- 
partment can then plan for the application 
and administration of the policies set forth 
by the joint agency; all without disturbing 
the present system, 

What procedure will be used for prescrib- 
ing cost and property accounting? 

Each department will establish an individ- 
ual system of cost and property accounting 
based upon the established broad principles 
and predicated upon the budgetary, manage- 
ment, and operating requirements of each 
department, 

Service—Engineer 

How will real estate functions be per- 
formed? 

The Army will continue to act as agent 
in the performance of real estate functions 
of acquisition, leasing, inspection for utiliza- 
tion, disposal and transfer of facilites under 
policies and procedures approved by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, 

What specific use of personnel, equipment, 
and facilities of the Army, which are, or will 
be, under the proposed reorganization, under 
Army control, can or should be made by the 
Air Force? To what extent will such use in- 
crease the effectiveness of the armed forces and 
what economies will thereby be effected? 

The Air Force should continue to use the 
experienced personnel and existing organiza- 
tion, equipment, and facilities of the Corps 
of Engineers wherever mutually agreed up- 
on or directed by the Secretary of National 
Defense. 

Initial economies will not be significant. 
Budget restrictions have already cut back 
into the civil engineer requirements of both 
the Air Force and the Army so far as to re- 
quire the deferment of essential projects that 
must be picked up again as funds become 
available. However, the administrative eco- 
nomies possible under the principle of cross- 
procurement and cross-servicing will be of 
increasing importance with the passage of 
time. The same money will buy more, 

Who shall be responsible for promulgation 
of the policies, standards, and technical pro- 
cedures for maintenance and repair? 

The department concerned, within its field 
under the common policies, standards, and 
technical procedures established where neces- 
sary by a joint construction agency under the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

How will utilities service contracts be 
negotiated? 

Contracts for the purchase of utilities serv- 
ices (gas, water, electricity, etc.) will be 
negotiated and executed by the respective de- 


partment3, governed by established joint 
policies. 

How should new construction contracts be 
handled? 


Award and administration of new construc- 
tion contracts and supervision of the work 
will be by each department when the projects 
involved are within the jurisdiction of the 
department concerned. When a project is 
beyond the capacity or jurisdiction of either 
department, the one requiring assistance will 
furnish the funds to the other and partici- 
pate in the preparation of specifications, Each 
specific award of contract being made by one 
agency for another must have concurrence 
of the agency furnishing the funds, 
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Additional Medical Pay 


Regular Army Medical and Dental of- 
ficers need not submit supporting data 
to obtain additional payments authorized 
under Public Law 365. Procedure to be 
followed by volunteer officers and data 
to be submitted are explained in detail 
in a recent War Department Message, 
the text of which follows: 

“1. Public Law 365 which authorizes addi- 
tional payments to certain Medical and Dental 
Officers was approved on 5 August 1947. Ad- 
ditional one hundred dollars per month be- 
comes effective 1 September 1947. In order to 
qualify for benefits volunteer officers must 
volunteer and be accepted for extended ac- 
tive duty for one year or more subsequent 
to passage of law. 

“2. Following data to support pay vouchers 
is necessary: 

a. Regular Army Medica] and Dental Of- 
ficers need submit no supporting data. 

b. All other eligible officers will be named 
in War Department Orders, copies of which 
will be forwarded to officers for submission 
with first voucher. Payments may not be made 
without such orders. 

“3. The following officers will qualify for 
additional benefits only after completion of 
24 months’ active commissioned service pro- 
vided they subsequently volunteer and are 


accepted for extended duty of 1 year or 
longer: 

a. Graduates of Army Specialized Training 
Program, 


b. Officers who held MA-AUS commissions 
which were converted to MC-AUS. 

ce. Medical and Dental Officers who were 
neither ASTP Graduates nor conversion ap- 
pointees who were commissioned at their re- 
quest but ordered to active duty under War- 
time powers without their specific request, 

“4. Eligible officers desiring to qualify as 
outlined in paragraph 1 above will immedi- 
ately initiate new volunteer statements. They 
may sign Category VI, VII, VIII or I, but 
will not be permitted to sign a statement that 
will serve to reduce the period of service they 
have currently volunteered to complete. Cate- 
gory Statements will be processed in ac- 
eordance with provisions of Part IV, War 
Department Message 46177 (23 Sep 46) as 
amended, with following exceptions: 

First Indorsement will be prepared by Unit 
Commander and will include a statement giv- 
ing date officer entered on active duty in a 
commissioned status. 

Statements will be prepared in sufficient 
copies to permit approving authorities out- 
lined in paragraph 2, Part JY, above quoted 
message, to forward two copies of approved 
requests only, to Surgeon General’s Office, 
Attention: Military Personnel Division for 
transmittal to War Department and subse- 
quent publishing of orders. 

Statements will be forwarded by most ex- 
peditious means. 

Disapproved requests will be returned to 
initiating officers. 

The date officer initiates the Volunteer 
Statement will be considered as the date of 
volunteering and acceptance for purposes of 
new law. 

Efficiency Indexes outlined 
message will not be waived. 

“5. Cases in which eligibility of officers for 
additional benefits is in doubt will be for- 
warded with full data to the War Department 
for final decision.”

Complete Selection Plans 
(Continued from First Page) 
at the time of the next selection. No va- 
cancies exist this year in the Civil En- 
gineer Corps, however. 

Provisions of the new promotion act, 
designed to assure “equality of oppor- 
tunity” to all grades, guarantee vacancies. 
The law provides, for example, that there 
be vacancies each year in flag grade equal 
to ten per cent of the authorized strength 
of the unrestricted line rear admirals, 
oo has been set by the Secretary at 


Unrestricted line officers whose names 
will be before the admirals selection board 
will be of several categories: 

First, those in the “promotion zone”— 
beginning with the most senior captain 
who has not previously been considered 
by a statutory board, and including a 
number of officers to be determined on 
the basis of calculations to provide equali- 
ty of opportunity over the next five-year 
period. 

Secondly, all captains of the class of 
1918 and senior, and those of like seni- 
ority, who are assured at least two con- 
siderations by statutory boards before 
being involuntarily retired for non-selec- 
tion after 31 years’ active service. 

Third, captains who on next 30 June 
will complete three years’ service in that 
grade, Although eligible for promotion, 
these officers may not be in the promo- 
tion zone: if not, failure of selection will 
Rot count ag a passover. 





The Navy has explained that although 
wartime passovers for temporary pro- 
motion will be disregarded, pre-war pass- 
overs by statutory boards are still on 
the record. 

The Navy may delay the convening of 
the admirals selection board until after 
the first of the year in order to compute 
vacancies reflecting of reductions in offi- 
cer strength to be effected during the sec- 
ond half of the fiscal year. 

Because the Navy's officer strength will 
be reduced in line with budgetary limi- 
tations, by the release of Reserve officers 
or reversion of Temporary officers, the 
calculations made on 1 Jan. 1948 would 
show fewer vacancies than calculations 
made at this time, which would take into 
account the officer strength only for the 
current fiscal year.

Reserve Retirement Bill 

BPnactment of retirement legislation 
for personnel of the civilian components, 
currently embodied in HR 2744 and 8. 
1598, may be dependent on its tie-in with 
universal military training and other 
long-range peacetime programs for train- 
ing of Reserve components. 

The Reserve retirement bill, which was 
introduced in Congress last winter with- 
out having been approved by the Bureau 
of the Budget, was submitted to the 
Budget Bureau recently for study. In 
denying its approval of Title III, pro- 
viding retired pay for personnel of the 





civilian components of the AUS, the 
Budget Bureau wrote: 

“It is realized that the War and Navy De- 
partments have given considerable study to 
this matter of retirement pay for personnel 
of reserve components, but it is felt, never- 
theless, that there is a further need, par- 
ticularly in view of the high continuing cost 
of Title III in its presently proposed form, 
for relating this legislation to the prospective 
legislation on universal training and to the 
long-range peacetime programs for training 
of reserve components.”

Group Parachute Drops 

General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, this 
week predicted that in future wars In- 
fantry will drop with full combat equip- 
ment in detachable airplane compart- 
ments. Paratroops using individual para- 
chutes, he said, are on the way out. 

Writing in The Pegasus, aviation trade 
magazine, General Devers revealed that 
there is a trend in the Airborne division 
toward elimination of the parachute for 
individuals. This trend, he said, will ef- 
fect economies in training time and ex- 
pense in addition to improving tactical 
dispositions in any airborne assault by 
reducing somewhat the too-wide initial 
dispersion of paratroopers.

Gen. Wyche Ill 

Maj. Gen. Ira T. Wyche, The Inspec- 
tor General, currently investigating con- 
ditions in the Mediterranean Theater, 
suffered a fainting spell in Rome 10 Sept. 
and was removed to the Army hospital 
at Leghorn. 

Dispatches received by the War De- 
partment indicate that no serious disorder 
is present and unofficial dispatches said 
that he will probably leave the hospital 
in a few days. 

At the War Department it was stated 
that it is unlikely that anyone would be 
named to continue the investigation in 
his place should illness prevent his re- 
turn to duty as it is believed that prac- 
tically all depositions have been taken. 
Brig. Gen. Elliot D. Cooke is General 
Wyche’s deputy. 

General of the Army Dwight D. Bisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, said this week that 
he has not yet received a preliminary re- 
port from General Wyche, adding that he 
had “complete faith in the Inspector Gen- 
eral system of the Army.” 





Chief of Staff’s Political Future 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, was drawn reluc- 
tantly into a discussion of his political 
future at a press conference this week 
but avoided a definite answer as to 
whether he would run for the Presidency 
if nominated. 

General Eisenhower said he “deplored” 
the formation of “Bisenhower-for-Presi- 
dent” clubs, but sidestepped the question 
of running if nominated, referring to it 
as a “hypothetical impossibility.” 

Asked when he would leave his present 
post, he said: 

“My. guess is sometime in late winter or 
the middle of spring.” 


Gen. Bullard Dies 
Lt. Gen. Robert Lee Bullard, USA-Ret., 
commander of the Second Army in World 
War I, died 11 Sept. at Ft. Jay Hospital, 
Governors Island, N. Y. He was 86 years 
of age and had served 40 years in the 
Army. 


Gen. Wainwright for Senate 

General Jonathan Wainwright said 11 
Sept. that he was receptive to the move- 
ment in Texas to draft him as a candi- 
date for the Senate. 

He was, however, “unaware” of any 
such move, he said.

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RA Enlistments Fall Short 

Recruiting for the Regular Army is 
some 8,000 to 10,000 a month short of the 
30,000 average required to maintain 
authorized strength, General of the Army 
Dwight D. Bisenhower, Chief of Staff 
said this week. 

“It is up to the American people to 
produce that strength.” General Bisen- 
hower said. 

Expressing grave concern over the en- 
listment slump, General LBisenhower 
warned of the possibility of occupation 
forces falling below the level of safety. 

Meanwhile, the National Guard is pre- 
paring for an intensive two-month re- 
cruiting campaign to begin 16 Sept., with 
a minimum goal of 88,888 men. 

The National Guard, with a target 
strength of 682,000, has been allotted a 
total of 6,382 units, of which 3,017 have 
now been given federal recognition. This 
means a little better than 47 per cent 
organization on the National Guard in 
little more than a year. 


Extra Pay for Medical Officers 

The extra $100 monthly pay being 
credited to Medical and Dental officers 
of both the Army and Navy is being paid 
only to commissioned officers of the Medi- 
cal and Dental Corps and for commis- 
sioned members of Reserve components 
who have volunteered and been accepted 
for extended active duty or longer. 











Adm. Hewitt Awarded 
Navy Cross 

Admiral Henry Kent Hewitt, USN, has 
been awarded a gold star in lieu of a 
second Navy Cross for extraordinary hero- 
ism as Commander of the Western Naval 
Task Force in action against German 
forces during the invasion of Salerno, in 
September 1943. 





Nurse Corps Applications 

Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, The 
Surgeon General of the Army, 13 Sept. 
sent out notice that applications for 
Regular Army commissions in the Army 
Nurse Corps and Women's Medical 
Specialist Corps may still be submitted 
up to 30 Sept. 





Radioisotope Studies 

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
of the Navy, recently announced that it 
has ordered the Commanding Officers of 
the Naval Hospitals to form a local board 
for the control of radioisotopes which will 
be used clinically in al] their institutions, 
The order follows a ruling by the Atomic 
Pnergy Commission that the human ap- 
plication of the radioisotopes must be con- 
trolled by a local board in each hospital. 

Each board will be composed of three 
specialists, (1) a medical officer who is 
well versed in the physiology and pathol- 
ogy of blood forming organs, (2) one 
who's specialty is metabolism and meta- 
bolic disorders, and (3) a biophysicist, 
radiologist or radiation physiologist qual- 
ified in the technic of radiosotopes. 

This new field of radioisotopes and the 
future that it may offer for healing the 
sick has stimulated much research. In 
the Navy this work is being directed by 
the newly formed Division of Atomic De- 
fense of the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery. 





Troops Leaving Italy 

Lt. Gen. John C. H. Lee, American com- 
mander in Italy, announced 11 Sept. that 
the first steps toward evacuation of 
American occupation troops from Italy 
would start 12 Sept. 

General Lee said that he would leave 
for the United States next week to await 
retirement from the Army. 

General Lee said that under the terms 
of an order from the Seretary of War is- 
sued 10 June he would leave the theater 
and turn command over to Maj. Gen. Law- 
rence C. Jaynes, Deputy Commander and 
Chief of Staff. 

As indicated earlier, the bulk of the 
troops to be evacuated will go te Germany 
for service with the occupation forces.

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Abolish Staff Corps Grades 


The Staff Corps grades—such as Medi- 
eal Director, Paymaster, Civil Engineer, 
Chaplain and Dental Surgeon—no longer 
exist on the active list of the Navy, and in 
their stead the line grades below that of 
Fleet Admiral have been established in 
each Corps. 

In accordance with Section 405 of the 
new promotion act, “each Staff Corps offi- 
cer on the active list on 7 Aug. 1947 is 
regarded as having been appointed to the 
permanent and/or temporary grade cor- 
responding to the permanent and /or tem- 
porary rank held by him on that date un- 
der the conditions of his then existing ap- 
pointment.” 

“In short,” it is stated in BuPers C/L 
160-47, “the newly established grades in 
the Staff Corps are now synonymous with 
rank as in the case of line officers. 

“The above applies not only to the 
grades and ranks held by Staff officers on 
the date of the new Act but also to ap- 
pointments and promotions to be made 
subsequent thereto; Staff officers, upon 
the initial appointments to be made under 
the Act and upon later promotion, will be 
commissioned in the grades corresponding 
to those of their line officer running mates 
in lieu of the Staff grades that have been 
abolished.”

It was reported unofficially in Wash- 
ington this week that Admiral Louis B. 
Denfeld, USN, is to be the next Chief of 
Staff to the President, and that Admiral 
DeWitt ©. Ramsey, USN, will become 
Ohief of Naval Operations. 

The report, which was credited to a re- 
Hable source, said that soon after Presi- 
dent Truman’s return to Washington, the 
White House will make the announce- 
ment. The President is expected to ar- 
rive within a week. 

Admiral Denfeld, who is now serving- 
as Commander in Chief Pacific and U. 8. 
Pacific Fleet, would succeed Fleet Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, USN, who has 
been Chief of Staff under Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman. 

Admiral Ramsey, now the Vice Chief 
of Naval Operations and the rapking 
Naval officer qualified as an aviator, 
would succeed Fleet Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, USN, whose term as Chief of 
Naval Operations expires 15 Dec. 

Both Admirals Leahy and Nimitz are 
reportedly arixious to leave their pres- 
ent assignments. Admiral Leahy, who is 
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72, was retired as a four-star Admiral be- 
fore the war. Admiral Nimitz, who will 
be 63 in February, has announced that he 
will vacate his post as CNO but denied 
that he will retire. 

Admiral Denfeld was in the Atlantic at 
the start of World War II and had a

Admiral Ramsey has been Vice Chief of 
Naval Operations, the number two opera- 
tional post in the Navy, directly under 
Admiral Nimitz, since January 1946. 





Transfer of Navy Doctors

“Public Law 381, 80th Congress, provides 
that Lieutenants (junior grade) Medical 
Corps, appointed subsequent to 7 Aug. 1947 
pursuant any authority other than Public 
Law 347, 79th Congress, be assigned running 
mates with date of rank in preceding calendar 
year. Therefore, those Lts(jg) USNR, who 
completed ae subsequent to 31 Dec. 
1946 and who desire’to transfer to the Regular 
Navy should give consideration to advantages 
accruing due to earlier date of rank of those 
who are successful in professional examina- 
tions leading to direct appointment. Infor- 
mation on next professional examinations to 
be given 6 Oct, 1947 available at all Naval 
Hospitals and offices of District Medical Offi- 
cers, Applications of officers on active duty 
may be submitted in form of letter request 
for authority to participate accompanied by 
recommendation of Commanding Officer, Let- 
ter should be addressed Chief of Naval Per- 
sonnel (att. Pers 3639) via BuMed.”

Marine Garrison Forces

the first commander of Marine Garrison 
Forces, Pacific. In February, 1947, ‘Brig. 
Gen. H. D. Linscott took the command 
and was relieved in July by Maj. Gen. 
Samuel L. Howard, the present com- 
mander. 

One of the biggest problems confront- 
ing this Headquarters has been that of 
rotation of personnel. Many of the Pa- 
cific posts are isolated and small, with 
a resultant lack of recreational facilities. 
The policy has been to rotate personnel 
from more isolated to less isolated posts 
at the end of one year of duty. In the 
cases of two very small posts, a nine 
months tour of duty has been instituted 
to further insure the good morale of both 
officers and men. 


The principal missions performed by 
Marine garrison units are: 1, guard and 
security; 2, military police; and 3, occu- 
pation duties. Not all stations perform 
all of these missions, and occasionally, a 
unit will be called upon to perform addi- 
tional duties which are usually temporary 
or emergency in nature. 

Generally speaking, garrison units in 
the Hawaiian area are called upon for 
guard and security duties only. However 
a Batallion can be quickly formed and 
equipped from these units for employ- 
ment in any emergency. 

In the forward areas, the garrison 
units are often called upon to provide 
military police in addition to the regular 
guard and security posts. The command- 
ing officer of the Marine barracks is often 
the Island Provost Marshal in such cases 
and is responsible for enforcing police 
regulations. This involves the organiza- 
tion of motorized patrols and an investi- 
gation section. In such places as Guam 
and Samar in the Philippines, these 
duties assumed considerable importance 
due either to the large number of im- 
ported civilian workers or the large 
amount of surplus and other government 
property on hand. 

In addition to the normal military po- 
lice functions, Marines on Guam operate 
the Guam police force, composed of ap- 
proximately 60 marines and 150 native 
Guamanians under the command of the 
Marine provost marshal. The Guam po- 
lice force is charged with the enforce- 
ment of law and order among the natives, 
civilians and service personnel outside 
of military reservations. 

Another responsibility of the Marine 
Barracks, Guam, is the guarding of Jap- 
anese war criminals whose trials are be- 
ing held on that island. 

Marines of the garrison on Peleliu in 
the Western Carolines were engaged re- 
cently in a post-war mop up of renegade 
Japanese. The thirty-three unsurren- 
dered Japanese, who did not know the 
war was over, had been hiding for over 
two years in the ridges and caves of 
Bloody Nose Ridge and in the surround- 
ing swamp. In December, 1946, they be- 
gan showing signs of activity. They 
fired on Marine sentries and stole from 
the ration dumps. Combat patrols were 
organized from the Marine Barracks to

mop up or secure the surrender of these 
holdouts. Finally, in April, with the aid 
of a former Japanese admiral, Michio 
Sumikawa, the renegades were induced 
to surrender for repatriation. 

Marines of the Garrison Forces are also 
taking their part in the occupation of 
Japan, The Marine Barracks at Yoko- 
suka, not only furnishes guard and se. 
curity for the naval station there, but 
also carries out occupation duties in the 
city of Yukosuka. Among other things, 
the Marine provost marsha] has opera- 
tional control of the local Japanese police 
and Marines are used to train recruits 
of the Japanese police force. 

One of the most unique of the Marine 
Detachments in Garrison Forces is that 
of the Marine Detachment, Samoa. One 
master sergeant is the full complement 
of this unit. He is in charge of the Fita 
Fitua Native Police Force. 

Along with the routine and somewhat 
mouvotunous duties of the men of Marine 
Garrison Forces, Pacific, they receive all 
the training and conditioning essential to 
keeping them fit and alert for any emer- 
gency that may arise. 





V-2 Fired from USS Midway 

The Navy fired a captured German V-2 
rocket frum the flight deck of the 45,000- 
ton aircraft carrier USS Midway on 6 
Sept. This marked the first time that 
such a large bombardment rocket had 
been launched from ships or from a moy- 
ing platfurm, 

“The primary purpose of the experi- 
ment,” the Navy announced later, “was 
to ascertain if large bombardment rock- 
ets could be fired from modern aircraft 
carriers without requiring modifications 
that would affect flight operations.” 

Immediately after the firing, the Mid- 
way conducted flight operations. 

The launching, held at sea several 
hundred miles off the East Coast of the 
United States, was observed by leading 
military and civilian personne! in the field 
of guided missiles. After being launched 
successfully, the V-2 travelled about six 
miles and exploded. 

Following the test, Rear Adm. Donald 
V. Gallery, USN, Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations for Guided Missiles, re- 
ported that all special devices designed 
for shipboard firing had functioned prop- 
erly. “This launching,” he stated, “will 
mark the beginning of a new era in Naval 
weapons.” 

Service representatives who witnessed 
the firing included Admiral William H. 
P. Blandy, USN, Commander in Chief, 
U. S. Atlantic Fleet; Vice Adm. Forrest 
P. Sherman, USN, DCNO(Operations) ; 
Vice Adm. Donald B. Duncan, USN, 
DCNO(Air); Maj. Gen. Everett S. 
Hughes, USA, Chief of Army Ordnance; 
Brig. Gen. William L. Richardson, USA, 
AAF, and Lt. Col, H. R. Turner, USA, 
Former commanding officer of the White 
Sands Proving Ground. 

The rocket, German V-2, was fur- 
nished the Navy by the Army’s Ordnance 
Department and assembled by Army 
technicians at the White Sands Proving 
Grounds, Las Cruces, N. M. The actual 
firing was made by an Army-trained Navy 
launching crew under the direction of 
Comdr. P. G. Holt, USN. Army technicians 
and observers were present to render 
technical assitance. 

Rear Adm, J. J. Ballentine, USN, com- 
manded the task group conducting this 
operation, of which the USS Midway, com- 
manded by Capt. A. K. Morehouse, USN, 
was flagship. 
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Enlistment of Aviation Cadets 

Authority and procedure for enlistment 
of aviation cadets are published in Sec- 
tion II, War Department Circular 239, the 
text of which follows: 

1, Authority—a. Effective immediately, 
authority is herein delegated the Commanding 
General, Army Air Forces, to issue a letter 
of authorization directing the enlistment of 
selected civilians as aviation cadets at ap- 
propriate recruiting offices, 

“b. This authority will not be redelegated 
to lower commands. 

“2. Procedure.—a, Upon presentation of the 
letter of authorization by. the individual, the 
recruiting station will forward the selected 
applicant, at Government expense, to the 
nearest central examining station, where his 
enlistment as an aviation cadet for 3 years 
will be accomplished in accordance with the 
provisions of AR 615-160, The central ex- 
amining station will issue: the necessary 
orders directing travel to the school desig- 
nated in the letter of authorization for the 
training, to report thereat on the date in- 
dicated. 

“b. The qualifications for enlistment out- 
lined in WD Circular 31, 1947, as amended, 
with the exception of the physical examina- 
tion, will be waived by the central examining 
station, for individuals reporting for enlist- 
ment as aviation cadets. 

“ce. Upon completion of the enlistment proc- 
ess, the central examining station will for- 
ward, in addition, to normal distribution, 
two copies of the travel orders accomplished 
for an individual, to The Adjutant General 
and two copies to the Commanding General, 
Army Air Forces. 

“3. Miscellaneous.—a. Married candidates 
will not be accepted for enlistment as avia- 
tion cadets. 

“b. Any travel expenses incurred before 
reporting to the recruiting station will be 
borne by the individual. 

“ce, Travel by privately owned conveyance 
is authorized from the central examining 
station to the school af which the selected 
applicant will undergo training.”

AAF Rebuilding Forces 


Air Force progress in its rebuilding 
program is apparent from a recent an- 
nouncement that the AAF currently has 
41 operational groups organized and ex- 
pects to have 55 groups operational by 
the end of the year. 

Although the Air Force considers 55 op- 
erational groups as still far below what 
is necessary for national security, it is 
the maximum amount the AAF will be 
able to maintain under present appropria- 
tions. 

©urrent Air Force personnel strength 
numbers about 310,000—some 45,000 offi- 
cers and 265,000 enlisted men. The AAF 
estimates that approximately 80 per cent 
of this force requires additional technical 
training. Some 40,000 students are cur- 
rently receiving instructions in technical 
schools. 

Under present circumstances, the Air 
Force expects that several years of train- 
ing will be required before all AAF per- 
sonnel can be thoroughly technically 
qualified. In the meantime, the Air Force 
is supplementing its technical school in- 
struction with on-the-job training.

Gen. Archie J. Old, jr., has announced that 
Lt. Harald S. Gibson of Turlock, Calif., 
is the first reserve officer to be placed on 
active duty training for a two-week period 
at the Fairfield-Suisun AAB.

“c. In most instances flying pay earned 
will be for the full 6 months except when 
the officer reporting has— 

“(1) Been grounded. 

“(2) Forfeited flying pay for 1 or more 
months because of inability to get in the re 
quired flying time, 

“(3) Been reduced in grade below the grade 
of lieutenant colonel during the 6 months 
period June to November. 

““(4) Been discharged from the Army during 
the period under survey. 

“d. Flying pay is 50 per cent of base pay 
plus longevity for rated officers and $60 per 
month for nonrated officers,

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The rapidly deteriorating economic conditions in western Eu- 
rope, with Secretary Marshall confirming by formal statement the official American 
belief that prompt emergency aid will be essential, forecasts a special session of 
Congress at which expanded appropriations and occupation policies and their execu- 
tion by the Services, will be discussed and acted upon. Tio meet the immediate needs 
for food, approval is being sought from the Appropriation Committees for the War 
Department to make expenditures beyond existing grants to be taken care of in a 
Deficiency Act. ° 

One knotty aspect of the European problem was brought a step nearer to solu- 
tion by the Anglo-American agreement to return the Ruhr coal mines to German 
management under supervision of a joint Anglo-American Control Group, represent- 
ing the military occupation commanders, and replacing the North German Coal 
Control in the British zone. The agreement, result of a four weeks’ conference in 
Washington, with Under Secretary of War Draper presenting the views of General 
Lucius D. Clay, is designed to increase German coal production, and to provide 
management by Germans as a possible incentive to local workers. The agreement 
was paralleled by reports that the military governments in Western Germany had 
agreed upon allocation of larger supplies of German coke to France. 

Meantime, the American government agreed to negotiate with the British— 
beginning early in October—the question of the United States assuming a larger 
share of the joint occupation costs in the Anglo-American zones of Germany, in order 
to cut the Dollar costs to the British government. The prospect is for alteration 
of last winter’s agreement under which the British reluctantly agreed to a 50-50 
share basis in the costs of the occupation zone merger. Importation of food and 
other civilian supplies which, in effect, can be obtained only in the United States, 

saccount for the bulk of Britain’s dollar expenditures for Germany, and the United 
‘States’ agreement to re-open the subject is confined to such matters—one aspect 
@f the monetary exchange crisis which forced Britain to halt the conversion of 
pounds sterling into dollars. Despite speculation in the first excited reactions to 
the British request for re-examination of the 50-50 cost basis, there is no question 
of Britain’s relinquishment of her occupation zone, nor of the withdrawal of British 
troops from Germany. These troops are paid in sterling, so the cost of their mainte- 
nance does not enter into the question of dollar reserves. Similarly, Britain would 
continue to pay all costs involving purchases which she can make in sterling areas. 

Formal ratification of the peace treaties with Italy, Hungary, Rumania and 
Bulgaria impends in Paris and Moscow, bringing into effect the clause requiring 
evacuation of American troops from Italy within 90 days. However, there was no 
indication that the troops leaving Italy would be returning to the United States. 
Numbering now about 22,000, chiefly the 88th Division, it seemed likely that not 
only the 5,000 to remain in Trieste, but the others as well, would stay in Burope— 
an outlook strengthened by the Army’s resumption of the program allowing the de- 
pendents of Army personnel in Italy to join the men there. Most of the troops 
not kept in Trieste probably will serve as replacements in Germany and Austria, 
but—despite the absence of firm plans—there was a strong possibility some would 
replace the British troops which the United States has asked the British govern- 
ment to keep in Greece until after the first of next year. In Greece, the aged Liberal 
Themistokles Sophoulis has formed a coalition government replacing the rightist 
regime of Premier Constantin Tsaldaris, and he has offered an “unconditional” 
amnesty to rebel and guerrilla forces in the hope of ending the Greek civil strife. 
Elsewhere in the Mediterranean, the UN Security Council failed to reach agree- 
ment on the Egyptian request that British troops be removed immediately from 

_ the Nile valley and that the largely British rule of the Sudan be terminated. A 
proposal by China that Britain and Egypt be asked to resume private negotiation 
of the question was rejected. The United Nations Special Committee on Palestine 
recommended partition of that unhappy land into Jewish and Arab states—a recom- 
mendation subject to Assembly action. 

In the Orient, the most startling development was Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek’s reported order for a purge of “undesirable and corrupt” persons from the 
government, contained in a written message to Kuomintang leaders confessing that 
China’s present economic ills were due chiefly to “our own mistakes” and admitting 
that the Chinese Communists are ahead of the Central Government in organization, 
discipline and propaganda. Chiang told a meeting of the Kuomintang central execu- 
tive committee that his 20-year leadership was a “failure,” with “chaos all around 
me” in the gravest political and economic conditions in Kuomntang history, and 
confirmed by his bitter speech the charges of corruption preferred against the Central 
government by General Marshall and General Wedemeyer. At the same meeting, 
Premier Chang Chung was said to have told the party that China’s attitude toward 
a Japanese peace treaty was essentially the same as that of Russia, and that China 
would refuse to attend the peace conference if it convened without the Soviets. 
Farther to the south, the French offered full political independence to the three 
Indo-Chinese states within the framework of a French commonwealth of nations, 
with France directing foreign policy for the whole French. Union, including Indo- 
China, and retaining responsibility for defense against foreign aggression. In Korea, 
the Joint Commission has givera up all attempts to write a joint progress report be- 
cause of Russian attempts to befog such a report with verbiage concealing rather 
than disclosing the basic disagreements in their lengthy and futile negotiations. The 
scheduled Big Four conference in Washington on Korean independence has been 
postponed indefinitely, and there were indications the United States might usk the 
Dnited Nations to intervene and help establish a provisional government in Korea.

Mediterranean Troops—The evacuation of American troops from Italy during 
the 90-day period following the ratification of the Italian peace treaty will effect 
approximately 15,000 men. The troops probably will leave the country as quickly 
as transport is available, the bulk of them leaving within 30 days of the ratifica- 
tion. Of the 15,000 troops, 5,000 are to join the joint military force of the interna- 
tional zone of Trieste. As the bulk of the remainder will have considerable time 
before completion of the normal overseas tour of duty it is expected that many 
will be sent as replacements to the European Theater. Considerable speculation 
has arisen, however, concerning the possiblity of movement of some of these troops 
to Greece. A headquarters of some type would necessarily continue to function 
in the Mediterranean area until the evacuation of troops was completed. It is 
believed, however, that such a headquarters would consist of merely the skelton 
force actually required to accomplish the evacuation.

Maj. Gen. Archer L. Lerch, USA 

Maj. Gen. Archer L, Lerch, USA, mili- 
tary governor for South Korea and for- 
mer Provost Marshal General, died 11 
Sept. in Seoul. 

General Lerch, was promoted through 
the grades from a second lieutenant in 1917. 

His Army career was largely in the Judge 
Advocate General’s department, during which 
he prosecuted Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, 
noted World War I draft-dodger. He also was 
legal adviser to United States commanders 
in Hawaii and was executive officer in the 
Judge Advocate General’s department in 
Washington in 1939-40. 

A native of Sumner, Nebr., General Lerch 
attended the University of California and re- 
ceived his law degree from George Washing- 
ton University. 

He was a member of the Federal and 
American Bar Associations, Military Order 
of World Wars, the Army and Navy Club, 
the Masons and the Methodist Church, 

The general took command in South Korea 
in January of 19$46 with a specific assignment 
to establish a branch interim government to 
give Koreans practice in governmental affairs. 

He is survived by his wife, a daughter, Mrs. 
Donald W. Rush, Washington, D. C., and a 
son, Capt. Archer L, Lerch, jr., now at Fort 
Silk, Okla.

Lt. Gen.. Ross E. Rowell, USMC (Ret.) 

Lt. Gen. Ross B. Rowell, USMC(Ret.), 
one of the first Marine aviators, who is 
credited with making the first dive-bomb- 
ing attack, died 6 Sept. at the Naval Hos- 
pital, San Diego. He is to be buried in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 

Born in Ruthven, Iowa, 24 Sept. 1884, Gen- 
eral Rowell attended Iowa State College and 
then studied electrical enginering for two 
years at the University of Idaho. He was ap- 
pointed a Second Lieutenant in the Marine 
Corps in August, 1906, 

General Rowell had been a Marine airman 
since his designation as Student Naval Avia- 
tor in 1923. He later became the first Marine 
aviator to attain General officer rank, His air 
command won the Schiff Trophy in 1926, 1932, 
and 1933. He led the Marine Air Detachment 
at the International Air Races at Chicago and 
Cleveland, and in the All American Air Races 
in Miami in the years of 1932-3-4-5. 

He was commended by the Secretary of the 
Navy for making the highest bombing score 
during the gunnery year 1924-25, and in 1926 
was praised by the Marine Corps Commandant 
for the high state of efficiency prevailing at 
the Naval Air Station, San Diego, where he 
then was Group Commander. 

The DFC and DSM were awarded General 
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Rowell, then a Major, for extraordinary hero. 
ism and exceptionally meritorious service jp 
action against hostile Nicaraguan’ bandits 
during 1927-28. In addition to service in the 
United States and Nicaragua, he served 
abroad in Cuba, the Philippines, France, 
Haiti, Puerto Rico, the Dominican Republic, 
and in Cairo, as Assistant Naval Attache, 

During World War II, General Rowell 
served as Commanding General, Marine Air. 
craft Wings, Pacific, from the opening of the 
Guadalcanal campaign in August, 1942, until] 
the Japanese air power was driven from the 
Bismarck-Solomons area in 1944. 

With 40 years’ active service, General 
Rowell was placed on the retired list last 
Spring. He is survived by his wife, Mrs 
Marguerita Rowell.

Rear Adm. James C. Pryor 
(MC) USN(Ret) 


Rear Adm, James C. Pryor (MC) USN 
(Ret.), who served as medical aide to 
President Theodore Roosevelt, died at the 
Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, on 8 Sept. 

Born in Winchester, Tenn., 13 March 1871, 
Admiral Pryor received a medical degree from 
Vanderbilt University in 1895 and entered 
the Medical Corps two years later as an En- 
sign. 

He served on the USS Albatross during the 
Spanish-American War and again in 1898-9 
on the Agassiz expedition to the South Pacific. 
In 1914, he was Brigade Surgeon of Naval 
forces sent ashore at Vera Cruz. 

During the period 1925-8, Admiral Pryor 
successively commanded Naval Hospitals at 
Yokohama, Pensacola, Hampton Roads, and 
the U. S. Naval Medical School in Washing- 
ton. He was credited with originating the 
phrase which became a motto of the Navy 
Medical Corps: “As many men at as many 
guns as many days as possible.”

Col. Kyle Rucker, JAGD, USA-Ret., a 
widely known officer, died at the Letter- 
man Genera! Hospital, Presidio of San 
Francisco 30 Aug. 1947. 

Colonel Rucker was born in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, in 1875. He graduated 
from the University of Denver in 1896. 

Colonel Rucker entered the Spanish Amer- 
ican War on May 1, 1898 as a Captain of 
volunteers and was mustered out-of the ser- 
vice at San Francisco September 1899 and 
at once entered the practice of law in Den- 
ver, Colorado. Colonel Rucker re-entered the 
Army as a Second Lieutenant, 14th Cavalry 
in 1903 and served iy this regiment until his 
old luve for the law caused him to transfer 
to The Judge Advocate General’s Department 
in 1916 in which he served until his retire 
ment.

Financial Digest 


Exports from the United States in July 
dropped seven per cent below June and 19 
per cent below the post-war high of May, 
Census Bureau figures disclose. Exports 
in July were valued at $1,151 million, as 
against $1,241 million in June and $1,421 
million in May. United States imports in 
July declined to $449 million from $466 
million in June. 

The railroads of the nation have asked 
the Interstate Commerce Commission for 
freight rate increases averaging 26.8 per 
cent. This petition supplants one of last 
July which sought a 16 per cent average 
increase. 

Air freight rate reductions averaging 
3311/3 per cent have been proposed by 
three major airlines, This reduction sug- 
gestion follows a 25 per cent reduction on 
1 Aug. and is aimed at attracting business 
from American Railway Express, other 
scheduled and non-scheduled lines and the 
air freight forwarders. 

Steel operations for this week are 
scheduled at 84.3 per cent of capacity, a 
figure off 8.1 points from last week’s rate. 

A shortage of coal may result this 
winter because of a scarcity of coal cars. 
Government officials have been quoted as 
fearing the shortage may soon affect in- 
dustrial production. Railroad officials es- 
timate they are 18,000 cars short of the 
number needed to transport coal. The 
shortage this time last year was 14,000. 

Automobile and truck output in the 
United States and Canada totaled 83,- 
816 units last week as against 87,998 units 
the previous week.

Merchant Marine 

A $47,000,000 program to rebuild the 
war-depleted coastwise passenger ship 
fleet is projected by the Maritime Com- 
mission. The need for the program is evi- 
denced by a survey showing that not a 
Single pre-war coastal passenger ship is 
now operating. 
Seven fast new steamships are contem- 
plated under this long-range plan. They 
would have a combined gross tonnage of 
70,000 and a passenger capacity of 4,100, 
as compared wjth the 120,918-ton fleet of 
23 ships which before the war had a ca- 
pacity of 7,612 persons. 
Until the new specialized tonnage is 
built, the once-popular routes on both the 
Atlantic and Pacific Coasts will probably 
remain empty of passenger ships. A sur- 
vey prepared by the American Merchant 
Marine Institute, showing the present 
status of the 23 pre-war coastal liners, 
follows:

Navy recom- 
mended that all transferred officers be provided 
with additional education as necessary, to 
provide educational equality with their con- 
temporaries. 

“2. The Board recommended that trans- 
ferred officers, who have not previously had 
more than two (2) academic years of college 
education, be assigned to NROTC colleges for 
further study on an accelerated basis. Stu- 
dents so enrolled shall take a normal under- 
graduate study load which shall insure by 
the time they have completed the number of 
semesters permitted them, that their educa- 
tion include: 

“(a) Satisfactory completion of courses in 
mathematics through solid geometry and 
trigonometry. 

“(b) Proficiency in written and oral use of 
the English language. 

“(e) Satisfactory completion of a year 
course in college physics. 

“(d) Satisfactory completion, in accordance 
with the regulations of the college, of other 
courses elected by the student officer and ap- 
proved by the Professor of Naval Science and 
the academic authorities. 

“The above program for providing addi- 
tional academic education was considered 
necessary to insure all officers in the post-war 
Navy of that comparable academic background 
necessary to assure equality of opportunity 
for advancement in their professional careeers. 
The Secretary of the Navy, on 30 Oct., 1945, 
approved these recommendations of the Board 
and directed that necessary steps be taken for 
implementation, 

“3. Commissioned officers of the rank of 
Commander and below (not including Chief 
Warrant Officers), who accepted commissions 
in the regular Navy subsequent to 27 Aug. 
1940 and prior to transfers authorized by Pub- 
lic Law 347-79th Congress, will be considered 
eligible for additional college education if the 
individual officer has had less than two (2) 
academic years of college education. Addi- 
tional college educational training will be 
given to such officers to insure that they will 
have a minimum of four semesters of college 
education or the equivalent. Transfers under 





Public Law 347 will be considered to have 
commenced on 1 Oct. 1945. 

“4. Commissioned officers of the rank of 
Commander and below (not including Chief 
Warrant Officers), who transferred to the 
Regular Navy under the program authorized 
by Public Law 347-79th Congress, will be con- 
sidered eligible for additional college educa- 
tional training if the individual officer has 
had not more than two (2) academic years 
of collegiate level education. Additional col- 
lege educational training will be given to such 
officers to insure that they will have a mini- 
mum of five semesters of college education 
or the equivalent. 

“5. Enrollment in this program is scheduled 
on a year-round basis. Student officers in this 
program will complete three semesters’ aca- 
demic work in one calendar year. For those 
schools participating in the program which 
operate under the quarter system, officers will 
be scheduled for the number of quarters equiv- 
alent to the semester plan, (Three quarters 
equa] two Semesters.) 

“6. Subject academic instruction is being 
scheduled for all eligible officers in the rank 
of Commander and below regardless of date 
of transfer to the regular Navy. It is not 
necessary for individuals to request assign- 
ment to this instruction, as they will be so 
ordered at the earlist practicable date con- 
sistent with determination of availability by 
this Bureau. Colleges participating in this 
program include only the Naval ROTC colleges 
and the George Washington University, Wash- 
ington, D. C. In assigning officers to duty 
under instruction in this program, selection 
of the school to which the individual will be 
ordered is based upon the following: 

“(a) Naval aviators are ordered only to 
those colleges within a reasonable distance 


of NavaaAir Stations, to assure that they 
are provided the opportunity to maintain 


flight proficiency. 

“(b) Student officers are ordered to a col- 
lege or university in or near their home state 
insofar as possible, but varying academic and 
residence requirements established by these 
schools must be considered. 

“(c) Where consistent with (a) former 
students of participating colleges will be re- 
turned to the one in which previously en- 
rolled. 

“7. Officers enrolled as students in this pro- 
gram will be expected to meet the standards 
of the college to which assigned regarding 
maintenance of the required academic stand- 
ing for continuance under instruction as un- 
der-graduate students. Failure to maintain 
a standing acceptable to the institution will 
result in disenrollment and the individual will 
not be eligible for further participation in 
this program. Officers who fail while under- 
going college educational training will be con- 
sidered eligible for line post-graduate schoqjs. 

“8. It is recognized that certain transferred 
officers, while having less than two (2) years 
of academic education, but who may be con- 
sidered qualified for post-graduate education, 
may consider it desirable in their own and the 
Navy's best interest to waive this educational 
opportunity. Attention of officers considering 
submission of a request for waiver is invited 
to Bureau of Naval Personnel Circular Let- 
ter 107-47, which states the minimum require- 
ments necessary to establish eligibility for 
courses of study in the postgraduate School, 
and they must understand that waiver of fur- 
ther college academic education may deny 
them the chance to accumulate the educa- 
tional background necessary to qualify for 
some of these courses. 

“9. Such waiver will normally be limited 
to officers of the rank of Lieutenant Com- 
mander or Commander except in special cases 
when an evaluation of previous education and 
experience definitely indicates that the offi- 
cer concerned possesses the equivalent of four 
(4) terms of academic education. 

“10. Requests for a waiver, based on para- 
graphs 8 and 9, must be submitted to this 
Bureau by 1 January 1948. Commanding of- 
ficers and other seniors providing endorse- 
ments are urged to make specific comments 
based on a practical evaluation of the effect 
upon the individual and the Navy of the grant- 
ing of such a request for waiver.”

This necessitates all officers to dip 
deeply into their salary to buy food. If 
the subsistence allowance were consistent 
with the cost of living the regular salary 
would be available to meet the many other 
expenses involved with military life. 

Recently the value of the ration as ap- 
plies to enlisted personnel was raised be- 
cause of the rising cost of food but has 
nothing been done about the officers? I 
would appreciate seeing something in the 
JOURNAL along this line.

It seems that one of Navy coach Tom 
Hamilton’s perennial troubles is lack of 
reserve strength. This is a headache he 
inherited from former Annapolis mentors 
Time after time Navy has had a first 
string capable of giving any team in the 
country an interesting afternoon, but 
when the starters tired, there went the 
ball game. 

This year the problem is still present 
to a certain extent, The substitutes are 
an untried and unproven item, They may 
well be able to take up where the first- 
stringers leave off, but to say as much 
now would be premature chicken count- 
ing. 

The tale is a different one at the vital 
quarterback post, however. Here Hamil- 
ton has three candidates who have shown 
definite promise and three more who, if 
nothing else, will keep the first trio on 
their toes. 

Heading the list is Reaves Baysinger, 
who performed always capably and often 
brilliantly for the midshipmen in the see- 
ond half of last season. Baysinger, who 
saw very little action until the Notre 
Dame game, was sent in when the other 
signal callers were powerless against the 
Irish juggernaut. Under his guidance, 
Navy snapped back to play Notre Dame 
on even terms in the second half. He pro- 
ceeded to develop as a first-rank passer 
and tactician. 

Backing him up will be a right-handed 
passer, Bob Horne, and a lefty, Cal Kil- 
leen. Neither is a letter man, but both 
have indicated that all will not be lost 
when it becomes necessary for Baysinger 
to take a breather. Killeen seems to be 
recovered from the injuries that ham- 
pered him last fall. 

Other hopefuls and possible helpfuls 
are Larry Derby, Fred Gralow and Max 
Gillam, The first-named can claim accu- 
rate place-kicking among his talents, and 
may well be useful for that reason.
